A g ita tio n in K ugland A g a in st th e

L o n d o n , M arch 31st.—The note of the 
rapidly-rising agitation in England against 
the coercion bili is the same which W ill­ 
iam Seward sounded in the phrase, “ The 
higher law.” Both in Gladstone’s speech 
on Tuesday in the House of Commons, 
and in John Morley’s yesterday outside, is 
discoverable a tendency to deny the sane 
tit)- of the law as law. Private concep­ 
tions of justice are henceforth to be set up 
against the judgm ent of the majority, as 
declared by the statute. The spirit is the 
same which forces Gladstone to the front 
of the party which expresses its dislike 
of the proposed measure by obstruction in 
Parliam ent. Gladstone means to sanction 
neither illegality in Ireland, nor unparlia­ 
m entary m ethods in the House, but he 
abandons for the time being the ground he 
took up when defending his own coercion 
measures, and occupies a position not un­ 
like that of the Parnellites when they pro­ 
tested against the first Crimes Act. 
U ndoubtedly the crisis is, as Morley says, 
“ a grave one.” The Liberal leaders seem 
resolved to go to all lengths in prom oting 
the agitation against Balfour’s bill. 
Xo 
importance need be attached to the frenzied 
cries, “ To arm s !" 
which appear in the 
Pall Mall Gazette. It is the attitude of sa.te 
serious m en which is of importance. Mor­ 
ley's speech is but the prelude to organized 
action. 
The ScliDadliorst caucus is king. It is 
setting the 
m achinery in motion, and 
meetings are to be held indoors and out. 
D em onstrations on a great scale all over 
the country are planned. The Irish in the 
H ouse of Commons are exulting in the 
security they think the Liberal alliance 
gives them , and are in all but open revolt 
against the authority of the Speaker of the 
House itself. 
Gladstone was challenged by Goscben to 
condemn the action of the National League 
in Deland, in substituting its authority for 
that of the Queen. H e condemns outrage, 
but points out that the particular outrage 
that had outraged the sense of the House 
was the cutting off the hair of a girl and 
pouring tar on her head. 
It was the in­ 
vention and practice of England's soldiery, 
who ruled Ireland before the Union. 
Morley attacks the provision of the co­ 
ercion bill for sum m ary jurisdiction by 
discrediting magistrates who are to exer­ 
cise jurisdiction. Those novelties in the 
political discussion by the Liberal chiefs 
are hut samples, but they show clearly the 
direction things are taking, and the Minis­ 
try have declared they will stand or fall 
by coercion. They may drop certain pro­ 
visions of their bill, but they m ust stick to 
its principle, which is that of governing 
Ireland, against the wish of the majority of 
the Irish people, be exceptional method 
unknow n in England. 
The Liberals, knowing they are in the 
m inority in the House, and hopeless of de 
taching in a body the Liberal Unionists 
fiont the M inisterial alliance, mean to ap­ 
peal from Parliam ent to the country. They 
cannot force .a dissolution, and their real 
hope is to bring pressure to bear on mem 
bers from constituencies.

“ Eagle ” painted thereon near the spot 
where she was last seen. Cabot is a relia­ 
ble man, and from his knowledge of affairs 
there and the fact that the Eagle has not 
been seen since 
the 11th, while other 
vessels of the fleet have been spoken every 
few days, it is universally believed that the 
vessel, with her 260 souls on board, was 
driven on the terrible reefs so num erous 
inside F urnk’s island. 


A BEAVE S K IP F E R ’s BAD LUCK. 
The sea that swept over the coast that 
night was the worst ever witnessed by old 
sailors on other vessels. 
No ship once 
getting in those terrible breakers could 
possibly escape. Captain JackmaD, com­ 
m ander of the ill-fated vessel, was con­ 
sidered to be the bravest skipper that New­ 
foundland ever produced. 
He was called 
“ King of the Sealing F leet” until 1885, 
wheD, for the first tim e in his experience, 
he failed to secure 
any 
seals. 
Last 
year bad luck again overtook him , and he 
lost the steamer Resolute near the same 
fatal F u rn k ’s Island, but all his crew 
escaped. 
Late the same season he took 
command of the Eagle, and within a few 
weeks she broke her shaft. She was re­ 
fitted, and a m onth ago started w ith the 
rest of the fleet on what is now felt was 
her last voyage.

The majority of her crew were married 
and residents of this city and vicinity, and 
all in the prim e of life. The city is in 
m ourning to-day.

MONEY IN POLITICS. 


The Commonwealth Club is discussing— 
and will lie for some weeks so engaged 
the use of money in elections, and how to 
reform the iniquity. No one denies that 
money is illegitimately and corruptly so 
used. 
No one denies that without those 
intermediaries, the bosses, it would not be 
nearly so much used. No one questions, 
either, the charge that the bosses get and 
keep the larger portion of the money so 
used ; 
at least it is no* controverted that 
the bosses grow rich in their business. 
The fact that so important a body as the 
“ Commonwealth ” is discussing the sub­ 
ject is a gratifying sign, for it indicates 
awakening attention to fiie growth and 
power of bossism, and out of this arousing 
of public thought we may hope for ulti­ 
mate and definite good results. 
The 
growth of intelligence on the subject will 
point the way to the true methods of re­ 
form, and the overthrow of bossism. 
But 
they will never be accomplished by legis­ 
lation, as has been attempted. Laws and 
regulations may aid progress to the desired 
end, but eventual reform will be the child 
of public sentiment. The regret expressed 
in New York that the reform bills were 
not got into position to be passed on in the 
Legislature of that State this year, is not 
warranted. It is better that the bills were 
not introduced. For behind any law what­ 
ever there must be the backing of right 
public sentiment, and on this subject it is 
as yet insufficient in New York. That 
sentiment will, wherever cultivated, pro­ 
duce in due time the right kind of legis­ 
lators, and these may enact laws that will 
render less laborious the work of securing 
to the people absolutely untouched ballot- 
boxes, and elections free from the taint of 
bribery. 
The place in which to begin the cultiva­ 
tion of the right sentiment and to lay the 
foundations of the desired reforms that are 
to eliminate the vote-buying and office- 
selling class, and to make tbeir calling 
odious in all eyes, is in the school-room of 
politics—the primary club and ward meet­ 
ing. Out of these spring all other politi­ 
cal activities—at least through them they 
must be made manifest. The civil service 
reform has made the awakening of the 
people more easy, for it has, as a New 
York contemporary 
recently incisively 
put it, 
“ brought the people to understand that the 
public service is their ow n: that taey have a 
right to a houest and capable performance of it, 
and that the pretension th at it belongs to party 
workers or party managers is both unfounded 
and disgraceful. This feeling is extending. It 
goes to the root of political corruption. It chal­ 
lenges all the methods and purposes ol the ‘ma­ 
chines.’ It takes away the excuse that partisan 
leaders have for a monopoly of political m an­ 
agement and activity. 
Once get the idea 
'horoughiy into the public mind that party suc­ 
cess must be the means to an end, not the end 
in itself: that it carries with it no claim ibr 
those who secure the success to a cent from the 
public treasury, and the ground is largely cleared 
for the abolition of the dishonest use of money 
in elections." 


And the ways to the impregnation of 
the public mind with tiiat idea are through 
persistence in its preaching by a fearless 
press, and by revival of the town meeting 
in something of its pristine purity, attend­ 
ance upon the ward meetings, and atten­ 
tion to duty at party primaries. In these 
initial posts the campaigns for good gov­ 
ernment must be planned and begun. A 
few good, firm men, standing for their 
rights in these places, and not discour­ 
aged by defeats, can accomplish the re­ 
form. 
It is not the apathy of the people on 
this subject that prevents progress, the 
mass of them earnestly desire reformation? 
hut it is the idea that any effort at reform­ 
ation is well nigh hopeless; that the ma­ 
chinery of political action is not mort­ 
gaged only, but actually transferred to the 
bosses. Once show the people that they 
can retake and use it at will, and that the 
misuse of it is due to their failure to 
make the effort necessary to recovery, 
and it will be wrested from its present 
possessors. 
As the New York Times puts 
it, “the American people do not like to be 
cheated and robbed.” 
That they are 
jealous of their rights is proverbial, and 
that they will not always or long submit 
to their prerogative to name the adminis­ 
trators of public affairs being made a mat­ 
ter of liargain and sale is the conviction of 
the best thought of the day. The sigus of 
the times, such as the new discussion in 
the press and in the Commonwealth Club; 
the growing favor of the civil service laws 
and their adoption into State systems by 
two members of the Union, point to the 
final triumph of the anti-boss sentiment, 
and the suppression of the market for 
the buying and selling of nominations and 
elections. 


Do WOMEN want to vote ? asks the San 
Francisco Call. That is not the question; 
but, “ Should thev be permitted to vote?” 
Upon this question the people of several 
of the States have passed, declaring in the 
negative, while a lesser number have re­ 
sponded affirmatively and with limita­ 
tions—as in Kansas, where the practical 
working of woman suffrage, limited to 
municipalities, is presently to be tested. 
The reasons advanced for denial of the 
full privilege have mainly been based 
upon the assumption that the mass of 
women do net wish to exercise the voting 
privilege. 
Be t this is no good reason. 
The desire mar be laggard in manifesting 
itself, and need Ikt' grant of right to insure 
its development. 
Women have been so 
long taught that approach to the polls 
jr.eans the leaving of womanly sensitive­ 
ness and modesty be bLad tliat they are 
timid in declaring their isal sentiments. 
As womanly instincts are opposed to cor­ 
ruption, venaiitv and all manner of chi­ 
cane, the wives and mothers of the land 
must fee! the desire to stretch forth their 


hands to put an end to these evils. That 
they are weaponless now and <fo, not de­ 
mand the means to the exe\, docs not 
prove that that it is unwise to invest them 
with the right to declare 
the polls how 
a Government that bolds them to re­ 
sponsibility shall be conducted. 
Ag the 
Call well says, the screechy order of women 
who have been the leaders in the fensale- 
snffrage movement are largely responsible 
for the shrinking of women from the 
cause. But in most reforms the leaders 
have been extremists, and by their urgency 
have nearly always erected barriers be­ 
tween themselves and those who would 
otherwise he eo-laborers with them. 
But 
these cenditions will be reformed. Some 
women-do exercise the right granted to 
them 4o vote. They constitute but a very 
snail proportion of the total number so 
invested, but wherever women have voted 
they have most largely east their ballots 
against ignorance, intolerance, corruption 
and all evil influences. This fact will in 
time tell in their favor. 
It will lead men 
who oppose corrupt influences to enlist 
women in their cause, in order to intro­ 
duce an element into politics that can be 
counted on, in the main, to oppose ras­ 
cality and evil and demoralizing influences. 
In that time 'ridicule will no longer have 
the power to keep women in the back­ 
ground ; timidity will depart in the pres­ 
ence of acknowledged power and duty to 
make clean the political floor; the pro­ 
tection 
of 
their 
homes 
from 
the 
vicious will give American women the 
courage of heroism. Such cranky leaders 
and extremist advocates as now pose as 
the champions of the reform will be rele­ 
gated to obscurity, and the women of the 
land will become great factors in the set­ 
tlement of political issues. The history of 
all other reforms gives assurance that this 
one will proceed upon the same path to 
ultimate success. 


TFLSS’RAPHIC BREVITIES. 


G e o r g e J. B a i i.e y was elected to th 
Legislature from East St. Louis, by the 
vote of the Knights of Labor largely, lie 
was admittedly a representative of the la­ 
bor interests, and as such received the sup­ 
port of most labor organizations as well as 
that of strong business influences. lie re­ 
cently united with other labor members in 
a resolution condemning two members of 
the Legislature for acting as pall-bearers 
at the funeral of the wife of a condemned 
anarchist. 
Last Tuesday, as he was enter­ 
ing his house, Air. Bailey was fired upon by 
an assassin, a heavy memorandum book in 
his coat pocket intercepting the well-di­ 
rected bullet, intended for liis heart. It 
was a narrow escape from death decreed 
for him by men who pose as the friends of 
labor. No better evidence could be pre­ 
sented than this 
murderous 
assault, 
to establish the fact that the Anarchists 
and the honest working men of the coun­ 
try are not in sympathy. The former are 
the enemies of all labor and all labor 
thrift and saving, just as much as they are 
the openly announced foes of men who ac­ 
quire and become employers, and the real 
motors in manufacture, commerce, trans­ 
portation and the general prosperity of the 
country. 
The Anarchists attempted to 
assassinate Bailey because, as a labor rep­ 
resentative he condemned the dynamite 
infamies of the greasy-collared, long-haired 
murderers who rail atgovcrnment and con­ 
gregate in beer cellers to plot destruction 
of life and property, and discuss wild the­ 
ories about community in all things. 


^ M r. F it z g e r a l d , who is well distant 
from the scene of agitation, fulminates in 
the name of the friends of Ireland in 
America in these 
bombastic phrases: 
“ We have given up attempting to fight 
England with old guns, revolvers and 
knives. 
AVe will fight her now with 
dynamite, poison, knives, fire—every wea­ 
pon the ingenuity of man can devise—if, 
of course, the coercion hill is passed.” 
If Air. Fitzgerald voices the opinion of 
the Irish National League, then that 
organization deserves not only withdrawal 
of all sympathy, but invites the execra­ 
tion of right-thinking people. 
The cause 
that proposes resort to such infamous 
methods as Fitzgerald indicates, deserves 
to fail. Fortunately this bombastic hero 
of words and safe distance, will not receive 
the commendation of Air. Gladstone and 
Air. Parnell. Those reformers believe in 
revolutions of sentiment without force of 
arms. 
And if they should lie led to con­ 
clude that physical resistance is justifiable, 
they will approve only the legitimate 
methods of warfare. 
Fitzgerald 
has 
shown how mneh he deserves to be retired 
from the post he fills. 


T iie San Francisco Call charges that the 
opium habit is l>eing encouraged in San 
Francisco among children by Chinese pea­ 
nut venders, who make their vocation the 
cover to a nefarious traffic. 
In one case 
three children in one family were found to 
be addicted to the “ h a b i t t h e y procured 
the drug ol the peddlers, and relate that 
it is widely understood among boys in San 
Francisco that of many of these nut sellers 
the opium may be procured. It is said 
that the peddlers do not deal with adult 
“ opium fiends” at all, but confine tlieir 
business wholly to the corruption of small 
boys. The particularity with which the 
startling disclosure is made gives it the 
character of truth, and our contemporary 
vouches for it as an additional guaranty 
of verity. The law is sufficient for this 
terrible evil, but its enforcement is a mat­ 
ter of extreme difficulty. To fix guilt 
upou(the opium seller is a task that is 
very seldom accomplished. 
But this new 
practice must l>e broken up. 
It cannot be 
that we are to remain helpless in the pre­ 
sence of this new d eager. The pernicious 
trade must lie upi 
.,><1 if it commands 
the energies of all the officers of city and 
State, and all the revenue of all police 
funds. 


T iie action of the political Central 
Committees in refusing to take any action 
in regard to the voting on the constitu­ 
tional amendments on the 12th inst., de­ 
serves commendation by the public. There 
are no political issues involved in the mat­ 
ter, and no call by the people or the situ­ 
ation is made tor interference by anv of 
the organized political agencies. 
The 
amendments stand upon their own merits; 
they had the approval in the Legislature 
of Republicans and Democrats alike, and 
should have the unanimous indorsement 
of the people at the polls.

At a meeting of the Directors of the 
Union Pacific Company, President Adams 
and the former officers were re-elected. 
Colusa citizens are making a move in the 
direction of the Normal School, and are 
now prepared to make a liberal cffer to the 
committee. 
The reported loss of the steamer Eagle is 
confirmed by the discovery of a wreckage 
in Bonavista Bay.

An attempt was made on Tuesday even­ 
ing to poison Miss Agnes Herndon, at the 
Union square Theater. A basket of fruit 
was sent back to the ladies’ dressing-room, 
where she consumed a portion of the fruit. 
She was shortly afterward attacked with 
nausea. 
Dr. Newton, of the Anthon Memorial 
Church, and his family were passengers by 
the steamship Independent, which sailed 
for Mediterranean ports Wednesday. T ie 
voyage is undertaken by Dr. Newton for the 
benefit of his health, which has been grad­ 
ually failing for the past year. 
On Wednesday, as Mrs. J. J. Riser, of 
Centerville, Alameda county, was melting 
a can of lard on her kitchen stove, the lard 
suddenly exploded, throwing the hot fat 
all over her and seriously burning her face 
and hands.

About ten days ago a young girl named 
Flora Morton died at the Adelphi Hotel, 
in San Diego, under rather suspicious cir­ 
cumstances, which were Lightened by the 
refusal of any of the five physicians who 
were called to sign a death certificate. Her 
parents have sued the doctors for $20,000 
damages, and the hotel-keeper has also 
sued them for saying she died of small-pox, 
which caused his patrons to leave.

A tte m p t to H a k e Uory C orpses o f a R ru ce 
of E d ito rs. 
T acoma, March 31st.—At 2 o'clock this 
afternoon Samuel W, Wall entered the 
business room of the News office, pale in 
face, deliberate in manner and suave in 
expression. He inquired of W. A. Berry, 
one of the proprietors, for Mr. Harcourt, 
the editor, who was in the editorial room. 
Being directed to the latter gentleman, who 
was seated at his table writing, Wall (who 
did not personally know the other) asked 
him if His name was Harcourt. On receiv­ 
ing an affirmative reply, he said, “ I have 
come up to kill you.” 
Harcourt, supposing it was all a joke, re­ 
plied that he hardly thought that. 
“ Yes," said Wall, “ I have come here to 
shoot you ! If you have any preparations 
to niake you had better make them.” 
Harcourt rose from his seat, and Wail at 
once fired from a 22 caliber pistol. 
The 
ball struck Harcourt's breast, over the 
heart, penetrating his coat and vest, and 
glancing from the steel-lined cord ot his 
necktie. 
K. P. Boise. Jr., the city editor, jumped 
from his seat opposite and grabbed Wall. 
A second shot followed, hitting Boise in 
the fleshy part of the thumb of the right 
hand, shattering the bone and lodging at 
the base of the forefinger. 
The ball was 
extracted by surgeons after the shooting. 
Berry, the business manager, knocked 
Wall down, and afterwards chased him 
into the street, belaboring him with a small 
curtain roller, the only weapon he found 
handy. 
The crowd separated the com­ 
batants, who were placed under arrest. 
Berry was released and Wall jailed after­ 
wards, and subsequently, in the Justice’s 
Court, bail was demanded in $10,OCX), in 
default of which he was committed to the 
county jail.

The cause of the shooting was a con­ 
troversy in print growing out of the News' 
defense of Tacoma against Wall's slander 
in the Post- Intelligencer, of which paper the 
latter was the Tacoma correspondent.

Amendment Number One. 


To p ro p o se to th e p eo p le o f th e S tate an 
am e n d m e n t to th e C o n stitu tio n o f th e 
S tate, re la tiv e to th e Ju d ic ia ry D e p a rt­ 
m en t. 


Resolved, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its regular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, A. I), eighteen h u n ­ 
dred and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the 
members elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Sections two and three, of Article 
VI., of the Constitution of said State, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 


Section 2. The Supreme Court shall consist of 
seven Justices. Ih e Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court, in office at the time ot the adop­ 
tion of this amendment to the Constitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices oí the Su­ 
preme Court for the remainder of the terms to" 
which they were respectively elected. The Jus­ 
tices shall elect one of their num ber to be Chief 
Justice, and he shall hold the office of Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of two years. 
At the expiration of the term of the Chief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices shall elect a Chief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of the election of 
such Chief Justice shall be made in the minutes 
of the Court and signed by four Justices. When­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs iu the office of 
Chief Justice, a like election shall be had to 
fill such office for the unexpired term. Ih e Su­ 
preme Court may sit in departments or in bank, 
and shall always be open for the transaction of 
business. There shall be two departments, de­ 
nominated respectively, Department One and 
Department Two. The Chief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each departm ent, and 
such assignment may be changed by him from 
time to time. The Justices shall be competent to 
sit in either department, and may interchange 
with each other by agreement among them ­ 
selves or as ordered by the Chief Justiee. Each 
of the departments shall have the power to hear 
and determine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to the Court in bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in cither of the depart­ 
ments, except such as may be done at cham ­ 
bers, and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
be necessary to pronounce a judgment. The 
Chief Justice shall api»onlon the business to 
the departments, and may. iu his discretion, 
order any cause pending before the Court to be 
heard and decided by the Court in b»nk. The 
order may be made before or after judgm ent 
pronounced by a department; but where a cause 
has been allotted to one of the departments, and 
a judgm ert pronounced thereon, theordcrm ust 
be made within thirty days after such judgment, 
and concurred in by two Justices, and if so 
made it shall have the effect to vacate and set 
aside the judgment. Any four Justices may, 
either before or ufter judgm ent by a depart­ 
ment, order a case to be heard in bank. If the 
order be not made within the lime above lim ­ 
ited, the judgm ent shall be final. No judgment 
by a departm ent shall become final until the 
expiration of the period ol thirty days a'ore- 
said, unless approved by the Chief Justice, in 
writing, with the concurrence of two Justices.

but if four Justices, so present, do not concur in 
a judgment, then all the Justices qualified to sit 
in the cause shall hear the argum ent; but to 
render a judgment a concurrence of four Judges 
shall be necessary. In the determination of 
causes all decisions of the Court in bank, or iu 
departments, shall be £iven in writing, and the 
grounds of the decision shall be stated. The 
Chief Justice may sit in either department, and 
shall preside wheu so siting, but the Justices 
assigned to each department shall select one of 
tht*ir number as presiding Justice. In case of 
the absence of the Chief Justice from the place 
at which the Court is held, or his inability to 
act,th e Associate Justices shall select o?e of 
their own number to perform the duties and ex­ 
ercise the powers oí the Chief Justice during 
such absence or inability to act. The Supreme 
Court Commission, created by the Act of the 
Legislature approved March twelfth, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-five, shall continue and be 
a Supreme Court Commission for four years after 
the adoption of this amendment.

The members thereof and S e c ta ry shall be ap­ 
pointed as in said Act provhrfu; and such Com­ 
missioners shall be subject to removal in like 
manner as Judges of the Supreme Court. .Said 
Commission shall have the same power to hear 
and determine causes possessed by a depart­ 
ment of the Supreme Court; and causes may be 
assigned to the Commission in the same m an­ 
ner they are assigned to a department, and after 
decision they may lie ordered heard in bunk In 
the same way, and with like restrictions as if 
decided in department. The judgments of the 
Commission shall be entered as the judgments 
of the Court. The Commission shall sit at such 
times and p'aees as may be designated by the 
Court, but such Commissioners snail not exer­ 
cise any judicial functions except when assem­ 
bled as n Commission, and then they shall only 
have the power to hear and determine such 
causes as may have been assigned to them. 


Section 3. The Justices of the Supreme Court 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
S:ate at large, at the general State elections, and 
the times and places at which State officers are 
elected; and the term of office shall be twelve 
years from and after the find Monday after the 
first day of January next succeeding their elec­ 
tion. Three Justices shall be elected for the full 
term at the general State election held in eight­ 
een hundred and ninety; and at the general elec­ 
tion held every fourth year thereafter, two 
Justices shall be elected for full terms of twelve 
year*, except that in every twelfth year there­ 
after, three Justices shall be elected for full 
terms* If the Chief Justice, or any Justice, be­ 
comes permanently disqualified, either men­

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


SMALL-POX. 


T h e M ayor o f San fr a n c is c o F rig h ten ed 
—N o C ase N o rth o f L os A n g e le s. 
Ever since it was announced that Los 
Angeles had a case of sm all-pox, there has 
been a feeling of insecurity throughout the 
State and a fear that it would be transm it­ 
ted by rail to the cities north. The prom pt 
action of the State Board of H ealth in 
quarantining all passenger trains from the 
afflicted city has checked its spread, and 
their vigilance, no doubt, will prevent its 
diffusion. This, however, should not cause 
persons to neglect getting vaccinated and to 
use all precautions available. 
The following letter, which is self-ex­ 
planatory, has been received by Hr. G. G. 
Tyrrell, of this city, Secretary of the State 
Board of H ealth : 
M o ja v e , M arch 2S, 1887. 
Dear Doctor Tyrrell: Last Saturday I found 
th e m an w ho has been q u arantined at South- 
side on the train tram Los Angeles. Dr. Turner, 
of San Fernando, w ho has had charge ot the 
case, allow ed him his liberty, bu t h e stiU had 
such characteristic scabs on his face th at I 
recognized th e disease, and thought best to 
§ 
lace him in quaran tin e in Los Angeles, w here 
e would be kept until his face should heal up. 
The car was disinfected, and th e few passengers 
vaccinated u nder Dr. Orm’s direction. No new 
cases anyw here along th e line, though I fear 
th ere w ill be m ore a t Southside. I am vaccinat­ 
ing all w ho w ill accept of it at th a t point. 
Will 
go dow n again to morrow, and keep a sharp 
lookout u n til the period of inoculation has 
passed.

DEATH OF JOSEPH W. WIN AN S. 


A P io n e er C alifornian and D istin g u ish ed 
J u r ist. L on g a R esid en t o f S acram en to. 
Joseph W ebb W inans, of tbe law firm 
of W inans & Belknap, San Francisco, died 
in that city yesterday morning, in his sixty- 
seventh year. H is illness was not lengbty, 
for it is not long since he visited Sacra­ 
m ento looking well. H e will be missed, 
having been connected with many branches 
of public usefulness, and in all “acted well 
his part.” 
At the tim e of his death he 
was President of the Societies for the Pre­ 
vention of Cruelty toA nim ais and Children, 
of San Francisco, which he was instru­ 
m ental in organizing; Dean of the Hasi- 
ines’ College of the Law, Trustee and 
Treasurer of the Law Library. Regent of 
tbe State University, a Knight Templar 
and member of the Pacific Club, Art Asso­ 
ciation and Geographical Society. The San 
Francisco Post says that his lather was a 
prom inent m erchant in New York City, in 
which place the son was born. Young 
W inans obtained his early education in a 
New York gram m ar school, and after a 
course of preparatory training entered Col­ 
um bia College in 1836. He graduated four 
years later with 
honors. He was ad­ 
m itted to the bar three years later, and 
practiced law in New York City for tbe 
next six years, 
W hen thegoldfever struck 
New York the young lawyer had a bad at­ 
tack, and gave up a promising practice to 
m ake his way in the new country. 
W ith 
a num ber of others he bought and equipped 
the bark Strafford, and left New York for 
the voyage around the Horn February 6, 
18-19. The vessel arrived at San Francisco 
August 30<li. The voyage was continued 
to Sacramento, where the vessel was utilized 
as a floating residence during the autum n 
and winter. 
In Sacramento he entered 
upon the practice of his profession. He 
soon formed a partnership with John G. 
Hyer, another New Yorker, and the firm 
transacted a large and im portant business 
in connection with the land litigation of 
that period. The partnership was dissolved 
on Mr. W inans’ removal to San Francisco, 
in 1862. There he associated him self with 
David I’. Belknao, and the partnership has 
been broken only by death. 
Mr. W inans 
has been connected with a num ber of 
responsible positions. W bile in Sacramento 
he held the office of City Attorney for sev­ 
eral years. 
He was chosen 
President 
of the Sacramento Library Association 
in 1858, and President of the’State library 
Trustees a few years later. 
In 1864 he was 
elected President of the San Francisco So­ 
ciety of California Pioneers. 
The follow­ 
ing year he was chosen President of the 
Board of Education of San Francisco, and 
held the position several years. 
He always 
showed great interest in educational m at­ 
ters. In 1873 he was appointed one of the 
Regents of the University and has been an 
active member of the Board to the present 
time. 
In the Constitutional Convention 
of 1878, in which he sat as a delegate at 
large, he was appointed Chairm an of the 
Committee on Education, and was able to 
bring his practical experience to bear in 
framing that im portant division of the new 
Constitution. H e was one of the founders 
of the San Francisco Bar Association, and 
was a Trustee of that body until 1879. 
Mr. W inans was a m an ot decided tem ­ 
peram ent and lofty sense of honor. 
As a 
member of the bar he ranked high, and 
enjoyed a large practice. 
H e was married in lS54to Miss Sarah A. 
Badlara, the second daughter of Alexander 
Badlam, Sr., and sister of ex-Assessor Bad- 
lam, of San Francisco. 
H e was a’so a 
near relative of John H . Carroll, of this 
city. 


In d ic a tio n s o f P ro sp erity . 
W hen, a few years ago, two electric 
light companies went into operation in 
Sacramento, it was prophesied that neither 
would last a year, but tim e has passed and 
they are both i n existence and doing well. 
The Thomson-Houston Company has now 
about 160 lights on its various circuits, its 
business having increased with a rapidity 
which shows that the public appreciate the 
advantages of illum inating by electricity. 
Evidently the Capital Gas Company saw 
this appreciation and drew its own infer­ 
ence from it, for a controlling interest in 
the Thomson-Houston Company is now 
held by men prom inent in the gas com­ 
pany. 
In this the hint was probably taken 
from the action of gas companies in the 
East, m any of which have strengthened 
themselves by controlling electric light 
companies. 
In the present case, the pur­ 
chase by the gas men does not appear to be 
intended to ham per the Thomson-Houston 
Company, as the latter has gone on and 
completed the purchase of two pieces of 
property adjoining 
their works, which 
they had contemplated buying for some 
tim e. One of these, 46 by 80 feet, adjoins 
the works on the north, while the other 
piece, 40 by 80 feet, is located on the oppo­ 
site corner of 
the alley, south of the 
works. The company did not really want 
the latter lot, but the same person owned 
both pieces of property and would not sell 
them separately. There is a brick build­ 
ing on each lot. 
The company will soon 
enlarge its works, absorbing the properly 
on the north, and will use tü e other build­ 
ing for office and storage purposes. 


H oard o f C ontrol. 
The Board of Joint Control of the E. B. 
Crocker A rt Gallery m et last evening. 
Mayor Gregory being elected ChairmaD. 
Custodian Jackson subm itted his annual 
report, which the Mayor was requested to 
file w ith the City Trustees. Tne report 
recited that the Gallery had been well 
cared for, visited by over 8,000 people who 
registered, and some thousands who did 
n o t; that the property had received no in­ 
jury ; th at the pictures had in some cases 
been rehung, producing better effects and 
giving room for other possible donations : 
that some of the trees had been removed 
from the grounds to give room to the ex­ 
panding foliage; that certain repairs had 
been made ; that thé Museum Association 
bad fitted up one floor as a lecture-room ; 
that the lower vestibule ought to be occu­ 
pied by the State mineral cabinet so soon 
as the removal was begun. The Board re­ 
elected Mr. Jackson as Custodian and Mrs. 
Suave as Janitress, and retained the present 
watchmen and gardeners, with their com­ 
pensation in all eases as in tbe past. The 
Mayor called attention to the need of cer­ 
tain repairs to the roof of the building, 
and he was requested to act in the premises 
as he saw fit. The Board then adjourned 
subject to tbe call of its Chairman. 


NORTHERN NORMAL SCHOOL. 


T h e C om m ission ers R etu rn F ro m T h eir 
T rip to Spy O ut a Site. 
T he Commissioners designated to select 
a site for the Northern California Normal 
School returned yesterday afternoon, hav­ 
ing probably completed their investiga­ 
tions. 
The 
R e c o u d- U n io n ’s dispatches 
have given the movements of tbe Com­ 
mission up to Wednesday night, when they 
left Redding for Anderson. Arriving at 
the latter place on the evening referred to, 
a public reception was tendered them at 
Becker Hall, at which most of the good 
people of the town and vicinity were pres­ 
ent. 
A short address was m ade by Gov­ 
ernor Bartlett, in reply to a speech of wel­ 
come extended to the visitors. 
Assembly­ 
m an Shunahan presented the claims of the 
people of Anderson to the location of the 
school at that place, and other citizens 
supplanted the speech. 
Remarks were 
also made by Messrs. H oitt, Allen, Archer 
and Denman, of the Commission. In ad­ 
dition to speeches, music was furnished by 
the Anderson brass band and by a local 
glee club. 
Yesterday m orning the Commissioners 
started out in carriages at 7 o’clock to the 
site, just outside of town, where it was 
proposed by tbe citizens the Normal School 
should be built, and where twenty-five or 
thirty acres of land was offered for the 
purpose. After having viewed the place, 
the people of Anderson took the Commis­ 
sion in carriages to Cottonwood, seven 
miles distant, where they also examined a 
proposed site, and, after rem aining an 
hour, took the train for Orland. H ere the 
train made a stop of fifteen minutes. 
Upon arrival of the train the party was 
greeted by all the children of the schools, 
who were drawn up in line at the depot. 
They were introduced to the Governor, 
who spoke briefly and pleasantly to the 
■rising generation before him . The com­ 
m ittee of citizens then pointed out the 
academy and gardens, which were in sight 
from the depot, and were offered to the

WINS's OF CALIFORNIA. 


AMOXfcr THE VrXETABDS OF THE 
FOOTHILL REGION. 


Statistics of Growing Vines — The 
Worhi's Ijargest Vineyards and 
Some o f its Best Vines. 


We have already published extsitded ex 
cerpts from the -series of very interesting 
California letters, written by Major Ben. C 
Traman, and which have recently ap- 
pt.sred in the New York Times. His last 
letter, dated at Placerril!*, El Dorado 
•< juntv, contains the follow ing: 
Thirty-seven years ago this place was 
called H wgtown, which was severelj-ap­ 
propriate i f not euphonious, and thou 
sands of men from all over the country 
east of the Mississippi river were at work 
in this vicinity, with long tom and rocker, 
in search of the precious particles of gold 
which had for ages lain quietly in auifer- 
ous sands. A peerless landscape was soon 
transformed into an almost barren waste, 
and for a number of years most of the 
country hereabout w as abandoned. Sub­ 
sequently, however, after all the evidences 
of further rich mineral deposits had ceased 
to exist, and most of the great caravan of 
goid-seekers had for a long time vanished 
and left an uninviting domain behind it, 
there came as hardy a crowd as those who 
had departed, whose ambition was to cul­ 
tivate the soil, and not to destroy it. These 
have remained and have permanently pros­ 
pered ; they have created homes and plant­ 
ed orchards and vineyards, and they have 
otherwise beautified the lands which they 
found torn and impoverished os no crayon 
can delineate or pencil portray. 
The same may be said of I'lacer and 
Tuolumne and Calaveras counties, which 
were the scenes of gigantic mining opera­ 
tions during the days of ’4'J and ‘50. but 
which to-day exhibit vineyards perched 
on mountain side, from whose berries are 
squeezed juices of extraordinary dryness 
and flavor. 


ONE OF T H E FIRST W INEM AKERS 
In this, the foothill (of the Sierra Nevada 
mountains) district, was John Pereira, a 
Portuguese, of 
Jamestown, 
Tuolumne 
county, who, thirty years ago, had nearly 
a hundred acres of vineyard in choice cut­ 
tings from Madeira, the leading varieties 
being a dark red berry called the Tinto, a 
golden yellow called Verdeilbo. and a 
more pronounced yellow known as the 
Bualo. This old Portuguese made a very 
palatable dry wine and a delicious sweet 
wine of Madeira flavor twenty-five years 
ago, and there were others who made dry 
and sweet wines which smacked of Hun­ 
gary, Madeira and Tenerine. 
In neither of the counties mentioned is 
artificial irrigation practiced, which ac­ 
counts for the dryness and exquisite aro­ 
ma of some of the foothill wines. It is a 
beautiful sight to 
see these vineyards 
perched up on a mountain side several 
thousand feet above the level of the Sacra­ 
mento valley, and which are never wa­ 
tered except from the windows of heaven, 
although many of the first planters of these 
vineyards in the foothill and Sacramento 
valley district commenced by watering, 
but soon found that the mode, as prac­ 
ticed in Los Angeles county wholly at 
that time, was not only entirely unneces 
sarv, but harmful to the vine and the fla­ 
vor of its wine. 


STATISTICS OF VINES PLANTED. 
There are in Ei Dorado county 1,358 
acres of vines, 1,145 of which are from five 
to twenty-five years o ld : 11 acres are four 
years old, 30 acres are three years old, 07 
acres two years old, and 105 acres are one 
year old. Many of the old vines are Mis­ 
sion and Zinfandel; although there are a 
number of first-class foreign varieties, such 
as the Burger, Golden Chasselas, Riesling 
and Black Burgundy. 
Placer has 270 acres of vines from five 
years to thirty-eight years old, 35 acres of 
four-year old vines, 420 of three-old, 270 of 
two-year old vines, and 114 acres of vines 
planted in 1886. Its wines are about like 
those of El Dorado county, and are used in 
the same way. 
Calaveras has 150 acres of wine-produc­ 
ing grapes, all of which (wine made) is 
used for home consumption. 
San Joaquin county has 700 acres of 
wine-making grapes, and makes clarets 
and white wines, and some sweet wines, 
most of which are sold at home. 
Amador county has 425 acres of wine- 
grapes, the juices from which find a good 
sale throughout the county in which they 
are made. 
Yuba has some 300 acres in wine-grapes, 
the wine from which easily sells in the 
mines. 
Sierra county has a few small vineyards, 
one being upon the site or near where 


T H E IIIGGEST NUGGET OF GOLD 
Ever taken out of the mines in California 
was found. 
It has been generally accepted 
that the largest nugget ever found in this 
State w as worth $21,000. 
But this is not 
the fact, for on the 21st day of Augnst, 
1857, J. J. Finney, better known as "Old 
Virginia," cante across a nugget of gold 
which weighed 5,000 ounces, which, a t $18 
an ounce, was worth $00,600. This was 
the largest single piece of gold ever found 
in the world, some few miles from Dow- 
nieville, in Sierra county, the place being 
now covered with Mission vines. Finney 
soon afterward went to W ashoe; and Vir­ 
ginia City, Nevada, was named in his 
honor, and subsequently saw him buried 
in a pauper’s grave. There is romance and 
reality for you. The next largest single 
piece of goid found was the Australian nug­ 
get, taken out at Ballarat, and which was 
worth $60,000. 


SACRAMENTO COUNTY, 
tine of the most historic in the State, and 
at one time the Mecca of the northern 
mining population, is a prosperous section, 
and most all oi the fruits known from Ore­ 
gon to Mexico ripen within its boundaries. 
Table, raisin, and wine-producing grapes 
are all members of the same thriving 
family. Sacramento county contains 620,­ 
000 acres of as pretty and productive land 
as can be found anywhere in the world in 
a block of ¡Hid square miles. There is a 
great deal of this fine acreage dotted with 
orchard and vineland, there being 6,179 
acres of the latter—327 acres in raisin 
grapes, 1,304 in table crapes, and 4,548 in 
wine erapes—1,344 acres of which are five- 
year-old ¡and upward) vines, 50 acres of 
four-year-olds, 220 of three years, 2,295 of 
two, and 639 acres of vines one year old. 


T H E NATOMA VIN EYARD. 
One ol the largest (and, I believe, the 
third largest) vineyards in the State is the 
Natoma Vineyard, 18 miles east of Sacra­ 
mento, on the line of the Sacramento and 
Placerville Railroad. Indeed, the railroad 
runs right through the vineyard for a dis­ 
tance of nearly three miles, and from Jui.e 
to September this ocean of vines puts to 
blush the great seas of grain which silently 
wave on its sides. This immense area ot 
wine-producing grapes is fringed with 
peach, pear and prune trees, and in some 
respects, it fe the prettiest one in the State. 
There are L'.tOO acres of vines in all, and 
the Zinfandel, Carignane, Mataro. Black 
Burgundy. Cliauc Noir, Curhenet, Maltcc, 
Grenacbe, Gbarbono, and Meunier repre-

average yield of these grapes is, from three 
to four year old vines, about two and a 
half tons per acre. They were ail sold to

SENATOR STANFORD’S RENOWNED VINEYARD 
AT VINA. 
The reader is new invited to accompany 
the writer to Tehama county and drive 
through tiie largest and most "expensively 
cared for vineyard in the world—that of 
Senator Lelaud Stanford, or, more prop­ 
erly, belonging to the institute the great 
golden philanthropist has lately endowed. 
The main gate is open, like the heart of 
the Senator, and we drive into an inclosure 
of 55,000 square acres and behold a sea of 
vines. 
We meet W. H. Smith, the Super­ 
intendent, and we proceed to pump him, 
although really he is much more of a wine 
than a water man. 
“There are about 4,000 
acres of vines in ail,” said the relative of 
the noted "Virginian.” 
“There are 1,900 
acres of one, two and three-year-old vines; 
there are upward of 1,000" four-year-old 
vines, and about 1,000 five-year-oid ones, 
and some 75 acres of grape-growing vines 
planted bv Henry Gerke, a German, who 
had worked in the vineyards along the 
Rhine before any of us were born. 
Our 
leading varieties are Zinfandel, Trousseau, 
Golden Chasselas, Burger and Rieslings. 
We are making clarets and white wines 
and some ports. We made 300,000 gallons 
of wine and 40,000 gallons of brandy last 
year, and 1,200 gallons of brandy in 1885. 
We have about 20,000 gallons of brandy 
ami 500,000 gallons of wine on hand. Our 
winery is ICO feet long, 105 feet wide, and 
is three stories high. It has a capacity of 
325,000 gallons. 
" The bottom lauds are sandy loam, and 
the hill lands are of red soil mostly. 
No; the phylloxera does not trouble us; 
if it did, we could drown it out, as we can 
submerge most of the vineyard ; there are 
some pests of course, but we do not lose 
any sleep thinking of them. 
We employ 
about 250 men—sometimes m ore; the pay­ 
roll last year was about $84,000, and our 
help have good accommodations and the 
best the market affords for their table. 
This place is called Vina. Some of our 
men are experts from Germany and France, 
and it is the ambition of Senator Stanford 
to make a good quality of wine. Our new 
winery will be of brick and iron and abso­ 
lutely fireproof, and have a capacity of 
1,000,000 gallons. 
Yet there are other in­ 
dustries. 
We have 2,500 acres in alfalfa, 
and several 
hundred head of blooded 
horses, cattie, sheep and hogs. W e also 
have 10,000 fruit trees, among which are 
apple, pear, peach, plum, apricot, prune, 
and a few olives, oranges, lemons and 
limes.” 


A N X IO l’S OREGONIANS. 


T hey W an t E xem ption from th e Long and 
S hort H au l C lause. 
N ew Y o rk, March 31st.—[Special.]—The 
Portland, Or., Board of Trade will soon ask 
the Interstate Board that the Union and 
Northern Pacific roads be relieved from 
the long and short haul clause of the inter­ 
state law. The reason for this probably 
is that transcontinental rates have been 
advanced from 200 to 400 per cent, under 
the new law. This tariff is practically pro­ 
hibitory, and for this reason Pacific Mail 
stock was rushed up yesterday on the 
theory that it would get most of the trans­ 
continental business at much lower rates 
than the railroads named, but sufficiently 
high to pay handsomely.
